Albant, April IS. Tho Senate ht

was to have passed the bill of
the Davenport tax committee provid-
ing for a State Income tax to raise
funds needed by the State treasury,
but action was delayed owing to a con-

ference of the leaders with Qov. Smith
over certain provisions of the measure,
and It will bo passed In tho Senato the
ilrst thing morning; and
then sent o tho Assembly, which

to vote unanimously for It.
Agreements were mado y to

Amend the bill as drawn bo as to pro-
vide for exempting: Stato and munici-
pal bonds from the .State Income tax,
and efforts were mode up to the last
minute to get mortgages on real estate
for 1919 and 1S20 exempted In order to
epur building projects. These failed
ond the bill will bo through In Its
present form. .

Both houses have passed tho com-

panion tax mcaure increasing the
presejit corporation tax from 3 to 4V4

per cent. , and extending it to cover
all business partnerships, which is
expected to raise several millions of
dollars, arid also -- have apprbved and
nent to the Governor for signature
tho automobile license increase bill,
which would net $4,000,000 In Increased
taxes.

Before the legislature adjourns to
morrow It will pass a bill providing for I

reorganization of the State Tax Depart
ment on a basis, with four
commissioners Instead of three, selected
for four year terms Instead of three, at
?9.000 a year instead of $6,000. The
thrco present members, two Republican
and one Democrat, are to be allowed to
eerve out tholr termB.

X. Y. Ilealtr Men Win FlRht.
New York real cstato Interests have

won a nght which was waged blttely
all session. The Legislative leaders In

their conference with the Gov-

ernor agreed to put through a bill limit-

ing the New York real estate tax as-

sessment of 1922 to 1.25 per cent.
Real estate now is paying about 2.35

nverage In the Ave boroughs. The New-Yor- k

county rate Is 2.32. The bill the
real estate men first asked limited tho

real CBtate tax to 2 per Cent.

Tho Davenport tax committee, headed
'by Senator Frederick M. Davenport of
Onleda, Is to be continued for another
year to make a final report on tho tax
problem of New York State and also to

make a thorough study of the plan for
limiting the tax on Now York real estate

Tho State Income tax calls for a levy
f 1 per cent, on all incomes up to

f 10,000; 2 per cent, om incomes In ex-

cess of J10.000, but not in excess of 50,-00- 0,

and 3 per cent, of the amount of net
Income In excess of 350,000. It does not
exempt Income taxes paid to the Fed-

eral Government.
The Income tax bill Is eo drawn as to

provide for a tax levy op persons who
do not live In New York but who make
their money In the fltnte.

The first tax collected under the bill
will be on 1919 incomes, returns being

made to the Stato Comptroller, who will
administer the Income tax law. An ap-

propriation of $300,000 is mado to put

the law into effect

Definitions of tlm Bill.
The Stato incomo tax bill's definitions

nro:
Tho word "taxpayer" includes any

person, trust or estato subject to a tax
imposed by this article or whose Income

is in whole or in part subject to a tax
imposed by tills artlcleand does not In-

clude corporations.
The words "military or naval forces

of the United States" Include the
Marine Corns, the Coast Guard, the
Army Nurse Corps (female) and the
Navy Nurse Corps (femalo), but this
shall not be deemed to exclude other
units otherwise Included within such
words.

The words "taxable year" mean the
calendar year, or fiscal year ending dur-

ing such calendar year, upon the basis
of which the net Income Is computed
under this article. Tho words "fiscal
year" mean an accounting period of
twelve months, ending on the last day of
any month other than December.

The word "fiduciary" means a guar-
dian, trustee, executor, administrator,
receiver, conservator, or any person,
whethor Individual or corporate, acting
in any fiduciary capacity for any person,
truit yuveatate.

TheNgjOd "pftld" for the purposes of
the deffSHIons and credits under this
article, meant "paid or accrued" or
"paid or incurnd," and the terms "paid

MAY BRING DECISTOX

Hoffmann and Loewcrs Com-

panies Will Fight Effort
to Halt Them.

Acting on tho advice of Ellhu Hoot
and William D. Guthrie as counsel for
tho United States Brewers Association,
two New 'York brewers, the Jacob
Hoffmann and V. Loewers Gambrinus
companies, began yesterday shipping
beer containing 2i per cent, alcohol.
It had been manufactured since De-
cember 1 last, when President Wilson
forbado tho uso of grains for brewing.
His proclamation was later modified
to permit tho making of

beer, which tho Internal Reve-
nue Bureau classified ns containing
less than one-ha- lf of one per cent, of
alcohol.

On each barrel shipped yesterday was
a Libel tho form of which was sug-
gested by Messrs. Hoot and Quthrlo
In an opinion sent to Christian Folgen-spa- n,

president of tho United States
Brewers Association, on April 8. Tho
label read, with the blanks suitably
filled:

beer containing
not to exceed 2?i per cent, of alcohol
by weight.

"Tho Internal revenue tax imposed
by Beetlon 60S of-th- e act of Congress
of February 24, 1919, of ?6 for every
barrel containing not moro than thirty--

one gallons has been duly tendered
to the Collector of Internal Ilevenue
for tho District of and upon
his refusal to receive the tax and issue
tho customary stamps tho full amount
of the tax was deposited to his credit.
with tho bank, thus keeping
tho tender good. If any attempt is
mado to sclzo this beer telephone or
telegraph at onco to undersigned.

What Will Gorrrnmciit Dot
Internal Revenuo Commlssloper Ro-

per was not In AVashlngton last night.
Nobody there could predict what the
Government might try to do to the
New York brewers who disagree with
Jlr. Roper as to tho Jaxz content of
3 per cent beer, which, by the way,
Is what the public has been getting vir
tually over since America entered the
war. If anything Is Btarted It will nrob-
ably be by tho Internal Revenue Col-

lector in New York. As a matter of
fact tho brewers are not violating any
specific order. AH that Commissioner
Iloper did was to refuse to authorle
tho sale of revonuo stamps to brewers
desiring to make beer more than one- -
half of ono per cent, of which is al
cohol, other brewers throughout the
country will follow the example of the
Hoffmann and Loewers companies, and
If any attempt at criminal prosecution
la made they will lght.

By refusing to sell stamps Mr. Roper
laferentlally held that 2 9i per cent, beer
was intoxicating. The brewers disputed
tills, and boforo giving a final decision
Mr. Roper has been awaiting an opinion
from Attorney-Gener- Palmer,, which
haa not yet been prepared. The Hoff-
mann company Is already tho complain
ant In a test civil case brought to re
strain the Government from Interfering
with tho production of 2 per cent-bee- r.

Argument on a dismissal motion by
the Government was to have been
heard by Judge Hand yesterday, but was
postponed to April 23 so that Mr. Root
could appear for the Hoffmann com-
pany. The brewers contend that their
"near bear" is not within tho applica-
tion of either tho food conservation law
or the national prohibition amendment
and therefore can bo mado and Bold,
now or at any time.

Tried to net Stamp.
The Hoffmann and Loewers companies

notified the Internal Revenue Collector
early this week that they would re
sume distribution of 2 per cent, beer,
asked for tax stamps and tendered their
money. An he refused to soil them the
stamps they put money In the bank
payable to him on demand ; and gave
the bank notlco that they were acting
on the advice of counsel. This waa the
procedure advised In the letter to Mr.
Fclgenspan by Messrs. Root and Guth-
rie, who said that In their opinion such
a tender, kept good by the deposit,
would entitle tho brewers to sell their

beers. The letter con-
tinued :

"In the leading case of Polndexter vs.
Oreenhow. 1U U. 8. 270, 281, the United
States Supreme Court declared s

" 'It Is well settled by many decisions
of this court that, for the purpose of af
fecting proceedings to enforce the pay
ment of taxes, a lawful tender of pay-
ment Is equivalent to actual payment,
either being sultlclent to deprive the col-
lecting oitlcer of all authority for further
action and making every subsequent
step illegal and void

Then followed the form of label given
above.

J. C. P. Wood left Kastchurch
at 3:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon for
Limerick, Ireland, on tho first leg of
his attempt to cross tho Atlantic In a
Short airplane. At 4 o'clock this morn-
ing there was no news from htm, al-
though an unconfirmed report has been
received that a wireless despatch had
been received from lilm when ho was
over Liverpool. This would indicate
he was out of his route.

Major Wood started his flight In
ideal weather, with little wind. Ho
was accompanied by Lancaster'Parkcr,
a test pilot for tho Short company.

The start of Major Wood was de-
layed by the discovery during the morn-
ing trial flight or a .leaky gasoline
plpo. This necessitated repair work and
a new trial. Three engines had been
tried in the last eleven days before ono
was found in perfect condition and fitted
permanently.

A few minutes previous to the start
the air force chaplain conducted a brief
service In which ho wished success to
tho filers and offered prayer for their1
safety. All connected with the airdrome
turned out to witness tho start. The
sun was shining brightly.

Major Wood, dressed In civilian
clothes, was accompanied by Capt. C. C.
Wylle aa navigator, and an assistant.

Pilot Parker In an experimental plane
which is ten feet shorter In wing span
than Major Wood's Shamrock Is accom-
panying tho Major to Curragh. Tho
two planes made a fine show posing
over Sheerness. They expected to reach
Curragh at 7 o'clock, allowing about
four hours for the preliminary flight of
370 miles.

NAVY'S FLYING BOAT
RESTS AT ROCKAWAY

NC-- 2, Though, Has a 'Routine
Tesf Officially.

Officially the navy flying boat NC--
one of the two or three seaplanes which
will attempt to cross the Atlantic soon,
engaged In "a routine test In flight" yes
terday afternoon at Rockaway Beach.

Unofficially she did nothing of tho sort
Instead she reefed In front of her giant
hangar while mechanics swarmed about
hor making minor repairs. The NC-- 2

also theoretically made a flight on
Thursday afternoon, but that too was an
official hallucination, as she did not
leave the water.

In a statement issund yesterday at
tho olllco of Lieutenant-Command- er

Harold W. Schofield. aid for aviation
of tho Third Naval District at the fleet
supply base. Brooklyn, It was admitted
that the NC-- 2 failed to fly on Thursday,
a failure' which, according to tho state-
ment, was "the result of experimental
conditions which have proved nothing
against the machine." At present tho
NC-- 2 is the only flying boat of the
four of the NC type which Is entirely
prepared for the Atlantic flight.

Tho NC-- however, will probably be
launched on Monday, and tho NC-- 4 noon
afterward. Tho NC-- 1, the first of tho
type, which flew many miles before
she was wrecked In the recent big wind
storm, Is also being prepared for sorvlee
again, The navy does not deslro to
mako any statement concerning the time
when tho NC-- 4 and tho NC-- 1 will he
ready, because this will depend upon
many uncertain considerations.

DIRECT BLAME

PUT ON JAPAN

FOR CHINA ROW
(

Report of Col. Wilder on
Tientsin Clash Baises

Grave Situation.

. S. MAY ASK PUNISHMENT I

Special Itetpatch to Thi Serf.
Washington, April 18. Tho strained

relations with Japan brought about
by the clash between American nnd
Japanese soldiers at Tientsin, China,
was made moro serious y by re-
ceipt of an official feport from Col.
W. T. Wilder, commanding the Ameri-
can soldiers' at Tientsin.

From all tho indications tho case
against tho Japanese at Tientsin is
shown in such light that tho Ameri-
can Government probably will havo to
demand tho punishment of the off-

icers directly responsible for vlolenco
to tho men wearing tho uniform of
tho United States. In many respects
It was lenrncd Col. Wlldcr's report of
tho clash is directly at variance with
tho official Japanese version mado
public a few days ago.

Col. AVllder cited In his report par-

ticularly tho wounding of Joe. Rohncr,
a corporal of tho Fifteenth Infantry.
Tho report declared that this toldler
was In tho American Army hospital
"with his left leg completely paralyzed
as a result of a bayonet stab at tho
base of tho spine, severing: tho nerves
controlling that limb."

a rare SUuntlon Develops.
Tho wounding of Rohner, tho re

port declares, is but ono incident of
tho brutality of the Japanese in-

volved in tho affair.
With tho receipt of the Wilder report

information has reached Washington
that tho Japanese aro about to lncreaso
their force in Siberia. In the opinion
of officials that matter can bo regarded
as one of policy purely nnd of minor im-

portance in comparison with the really
grave situation resulting from the Amer-
ican version of tho clash lit China be-

coming known.
In his report Col. Wilder denies flatly

that the American soldiers started tho
trouble, as was Btated In the Japanese
version of tho affair, and also denies
that "drunken American soldiers" were
Involved. Tho report adds :

"This matter has been thoroughly
investigated and no evidence can
bo found that tho American soldiers
who were there had been drinking,
to say nothing of their being drunk
or Intoxicated."

Tortured United Stntc Officer.

The report cites examples of how the
Japanese officers and men battered, in-

sulted and in one case even tortured
American toldlors. This sort of mental
torture inflicted by the Japanese on an
American Army officer Is cited by Col.
Wilder : ,

"Capt. Roy II. Higglns. Fifteenth
Infantry, came out of the Empire
Theatre at about 11:30 P. M. ac-

companied by Mr. nnd Mrs. Thomas,
Brlltsh subjects. They started home
and had reached the point near St.
Joseph's Kchool, a block south of the
theatre, when they weru stopped by
Japanese soldiers. Mr. and Mrs.
Thomas were allowed to proceed, but
Capt. Illgglns was forced at tho
point of tho bayonet to return to tho
Kmplro Theatre, where he finally
succeeded In convincing them that he
was an American officer, when they
released him. While forcing him back
the Japaneno repeatedly threatened
him with tho bayonot by drawing
back and going through the motion
of Jabbing him In his abdomen.

"One soldier alto ran a clip of
cartridges In his rifle and loaded It,
keeping the muzzle pointing all thn
time at Capt. Hlgglns'rt stomach, all
of which was an extremely trying
oxporlence for Capt. Illgglns. Infor-
mation has been received that .Mr.
Thomas has reported nis exierience
to tho British authorities."

Proroil nnnrnnnnn Arrested.
An American corpornl, raid the re-

port, assigned to tno Provost Guard,
wnno trying to Keep American soldier
out of trouble, was himself captured
and thrown Into Jail. The report con-
tinued :

"Corporal Do Cordova rautloned
the American soldiers to keep away
from the thcatie (tho Kmplre) and
not start any argument with tho
Japanese. He had Just returned to
the thentro when pome one struok
lilm on tho head with a club, and

Immediately after that four
Japanete soldiers armed with rifles
and bayonets fixed camo up, nr.
rested him nnd took him to the Jap-
anese pollco station. While taking
him from the Empire Cinema In tho
French concession to the Jnpanese
police station the soldiers who were
guarding Do Cordova separated and
permitted the crowd to hit him with
clubs and sticks."

in Tientsin Is a denial of the Jap-
anese claim that the trouble took place

It was stated in well informed quarters

thot the situation of the peace negotiations was such thnt Presi-

dent Wilson probnbly would be able to sail homeward May 20, and
possibly a little earlier, by May 15.

The belief was expressed the President would call an extra ses-

sion of Congress to convene between May 15 'and June 1.

The present indications are that the peace treaty will bo signed bo-fo-

the President's departure. Information reaching tho delegates
tends to show that tne Germans nre not planning to take up time
and delay the signing of the treaty, as they desire a settlement of
the peace terms at the earliest possible moment.
